LONDON,  Sept.  6.^--Brltish  troops  south  of  R«ronnc  arc 
advanced  nearly  seven  miles  east  of  the  Somme  on  the  general 
fine  of  Monchv-La^cbe,  Vralgnes  and  Tincourt,  all  of  which 
vUldces  have  been  liken  by  them,  according  to  Field  Marshal 
Maif^s  communication  issued  tonight.  In  the  Lys  sector  slight 
advaoces  also  have  been  made  by  the  British.  The  text 
follows: 

,  "On  the  southern  portion,  of  the  battlefront  our  progress 
eominiiei.  In  close  touch  with  the  French  army  on  our  right 
South  of  peronne  we  already  are  nearly  seven  miles  east  of  the 
Somnie  and  advanced  to  a  general  line  of  Monchy-Lagache, 
Vraignes  and  Tincourt,  all  of  which  places  are  in  our  hands. 

*Tjtic  re^tance  of  the  enemy's  countering  troops,  who  had 
attenipt^  to  delay  our  advance^  has  b^en  rapidly  overcome, 
and  t  Hiimber  of  prisc»ners  hive  bben  taken  in  this  sector.

BRITISH  HEADQUARTBRS  IN 
FRANCE.  Sept.  «.— (By  the  Associ- 
ated Press) — 8i>arks  of  revolution 
seem  to  be  flyinc  In  the  Qarman 
army.  Prisonera  talcea  by  the  Brl- 
tlah  mention  the  distribution  of  pa- 
oUlat  and  revolutionary  pamphlets 
amonr  the  troopa. 

One  recently  returned  from  leave, 
when  In  company  of  a  large 
ir  of  Bavarians  he  was  shown 
revolutionary  pamphlets  which  -  he 
waa  told  were  being  widely  cdrt^ulat- 
ed.  All  the  pamphlets  were  violent- 
ly anti-PrusaUn.  and  aPPMUed  to  the 
men    to   refuse   to   light. 

It  waa  iald  that  during  the  recant 
fighting  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  l>7th  Plonker  Battalion  of  the 
Fifty-Second  division  was  shot  by 
his  men  when  he  attempted  to  stop 
a  par'  •  stricken  rush  from  the 
trenches. 

A  battalion  surgeon  captured  said 
all  the  regimental  officers  he  knew 
believed  that  Oeo.  LudendorfC  would 
flght  Relaying  aotlona  until  tha  Al- 
lied offensives  had  died  out.  the 
same  as  that  of  the  other  Germans 
did,  at  the  sapne  time  saving  him 
"elite  dtvisioMs"  for  a  counter-stroke, 
preparations  for  which  are  now  be- 
ing made. 

If  the  Allies  ever  reach  the  Rhine, 
said  the  doctor.  Germany  would 
make  peace,  no  matter  at  what 
pricf.  The  doctor  seemed  consider- 
ably perturbed  by  t^je  idea  that  the 
Rhine  might  be  reached.

Ensineers 
quickly  repaired  the  roads,  end  Amer- 
loans  on  foot  and  horseback  and  mule 
teams,  automobile  trucks  and  motor- 
cycles went  ahoad  i^ong  aratp  fields 
overrun  with  weads  and  psaeed  vil> 
laaas  with  houoos  shot  to  pieces,  but 
nowhere  encountered  anything  of 
military  value. 

The  plateau  for  every  few  miles 
was  dotted  with  frames^  of  German 
airdromes,  from  some  of  which  the 
AnibrieaQs  say^  the  German  raiders 
who  bombed  Paris  evidently  oper- 
ated. Three  or  four  of  those  frames 
Stand  in  aviation  fields  at  a  score  of 
places.  The  American  officers  believe 
that  this  plateau  must  have  been  the 
principal  Gorman  aviation  site  for 
oporatloa  'aaainst  Paris  and  the  dts- 
trlcta  In  between. 

The  -  canvas  covering  for  the  han- 
gars were  taken  by  the  Germans  when 
they  retired  and  the  wooden  frames 
were  so  damaged  bs^  ahella  that  they 
are  virtually  worthless. 

Before  the  advancing  Americans,  in 
tho  desolate  valley  of  the  Veele  be- 
tween Basoehes  ^  and  Fismette,  the 
Oormans  burned  the  freight  cars 
along  the  railroad,  and  the  twisted 
skolotenB  of  the  cars  are  standing  on 
tho  tracks. 

Trees  along  the  roadway  between 
Baaool^ea  and  Fismette  had  been  cut 
down.  ' 

The  stone  houses  in  Fismette  have 
shell  hole*  In  their  sides  and  roofs, 
and  some  were  smashed  by  German 
botnbors,  who  vainly  endeavored  to 
drlv«  out  tho  AMerfehna

GERMAN  NERVES 


Politicians  and  Military  Ex- 
perts Seek  to  Suppress 
Questions  ..nd  Criticisms — 
— Issue  Suppressive  Decree, 


AMBTEltDAM.  Sept.  «.— Efforts  to 
counteract  the  inconvenient  questions 
the  German  people  are  beginning  to 
ask  are  now  being  made  In  Germany, 
but  with  results  thus  far  which  can 
scarcely  be  described  as  .calculated  to 
hearten  the  people. 

Yesterday  Count  von  Poeadowsky- 
Wehner,  farmer  Chancellor,  published 
an  article  In  which  ne  pointed  out 
that  It  Is  now  a  matter  of  victory  pr 
political  and  economic  destruction  for 
the  Fatherland.  Occasional  setbacks, 
he  said,  could  not  be  avoided,  and  he 
exhorted  the  people,  especially  the 
women,  to  have  faith.  By  cold  and 
captious  criticism  the  hearts  of  the 
myses  are  not  touched,  he  says.  He 
urges  that  from  tha^legislatlve  tribu- 
nal, the  pulpit,  and  .the  professional 
chair  there  should  flow  an  unceas- 
ing stream  of  warm  and  pf  trlotlc  Im- 
pulse. 

Today  Capuln  Neumann,  of  the 
Berlin  War  Press  Bureau,  has  an 
article  of  admonition  entitled  "  the 
duty  of  gratefulness,"  In  which, 
without  naming  Emperor  William,  or 
Field-Marshal  von  HIndenburg,  he 
blames  the  German  nation.  which 
has  become  Increasingly  selfish  and 
ungrateful  "for  the  petty  calving 
spirit  which  makes  It  difficult  to 
look   to  the  future  with  confidence." 

The  Berlin  Vorwaerts  complains 
that  the  people  are  not  told  the  truth, 
which.  It  says.  Is  the  cause  of  all  ^he 
tumors  afloat.  The  Socialist  organ 
Is  especially  s«Vere  with  regard  to  the 
battle  buletlns.  which  It  accuses  of 
hiding   the   truth.

WAR  REVENUE  BILL 

FOR  $24.000,000,000 

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  «.--The  war 
revenue  l^lll,  the  greatest  measure  of 
its  kind  ever  brought  before  the  leg- 
islative branch  of  any  government, 
passed  into  the  second  stage  of  its 
progress  through  Congress  when  it 
came  up  todsy  in  ths  House. 

There  waa  a  quorum  present  an 
hour  after  Democratic  leader  Kl^ 
chin  first  called  up  the  bill,  which 
provides  ths  mhans  of  raising  $34, • 
000,000,000  to  finance  America's  share 
of  the  war  for  the  coming  year. 

The  big  bill  first  Is  considered 
with  the  House  sitting  as  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole.  The  plan  Is  to 
havs  the  measure  rekdy  for  the  Sen- 
ate In  about   10   days. 

The  bill  is  considered  by  both  par- 
ties   as   a.jwln-the-war   meaaure. 

It  provides  for  916.000.000.000  in 
Liberty  bonds  and  ft, 000, 000, 000  In 
taxation. 

Mr.  Kltchln  received  a  noisy  de- 
monstratfon  from  both  aides  of  the 
House  in  relognltlon  of  his  weeks 
of  work  bn   the  measure.

Aid.  Harrey  waa  the  only  opponent 
of  the  innovation.  He  proteated 
agalnat  the  dismissal  of  laborers — a 
natural  result  of  the /iperatlon  of  the 
maotalna.  a»d  elaimad  that  the  eoni- 
mittae  waa  aetlng  with  unwarranted 
haste  in  tka  matter. 

•  Popular  KIstmlMHi 

Mr.  Preston  steted  that  the  atreet- 
sweeping  machine  had  been  In  uae  In 
the  United  Statea  since  1114  and  that 
it'  was  now  working  In  over  fifty 
cities.  Victoria,  however,  would  be 
the  first  Canadian  city  to  give  the 
machine  a  trial.  He  quoted  telegrams 
from  city  engineers  In  various  places 
to  show  that  tha  machine  was  glviag 
satisfaction  and  clalmWl  -^hat  Its  use 
here  would  enable  the  city  to  dis- 
penee  with  the  cost  of  thirty  or  more 
laborers. 

Unlike  the  horse-drawn  broom, 
which  has  proved  costly  here,  this 
machine  Is  gasoline  driven  and  col- 
lects Its  own  sweepings  Into  a  box  on 
the  front  of  the  machine,  the  street 
being  lightly  sprinkled  with  water  by 
the  same  apparatus  to  lay  the  dust. 
The  speed  at  which  It  travels  varies 
from  four  to  six  miles  an  hour,  and 
only  one  man  Is  required  as  operator. 

After  producing  figures  to  ahow 
the  relative  cost  of  sweeping  the 
streeto  by  nuushlne  and  by  hand 
labor.  M|^^  Preston  stated  that  the  ea> 
tlmate  reduced  the  coet  of  streete 
eleaning  from  IS.10O  per  month  with' 
tlventy-flve  sweepers  and  dirty  streete 
t^  tl.TM  per  month,  and  In  all  prob- 
ability, streete  reaaonably  clean. 

Beforo  the  oomnlttee  reached  a  de- 
cision  Aid.  Andres  asked  if  the  men 
now  sweeping  were  keeping  the 
streete  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
"In  purchasing  one  of  theee  mat- 
chines,"  he  said,  "we  must  make 
some  allowance  for  the  upkeep  of 
the  men  discharged  In  the  Old  Men'a 
Home." 

"With  a  reduced  force  It  Is  impos- 
sible to  keep  the  streete. really  olean," 
replied  Mr.  Preaten. 

Mast  be  Fair  to  Men 

"The  taxpayera  don't  expect  us  to 
be  unfair  to  iheae  men,"  exclaimed 
Aid.  Harvey.

INKS  HE  HAS  RIGHr 
10  RULE  THE  WORLD 


Bishop  Allen  Tells  Large  Audi- 
ence That  Kaiser  Willjam 
Clainfis  Descent  From  King 
Oavid — Where  Are  Israelites 


The  hall  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  was  filled  on  Thursday  when 
Bishop  Allen  gave  the  laat  of  a  series 
of  addresses  on  the  Identity  of  the 
British  peoples  wHh  the  Israelltiee  of 
old. 

The  underlying  causes  which  led  up 
to  the  preeent  war  waa  the  main  aub- 
Ject  of  laat  night's  lecture.  Bishop 
Allen  claiming  that  there  might  well 
have  been  no  war  had  the  Kaiser  not 
been  convinced  that,  through  hia  re- 
lationship to  Queen  Victoria,  he  was 
entitled  to  claim  the  promises  made 
to  King  David,  that  his  heirs  should 
rule  the  world  in  the  latter  days. 

The  reasoning  by  which  this  result 
was  attelned  by  the  Kaiser  waa  aet 
out  by  the  lecturer  to  be  aa  follows: 
David  was  promlaed  unconditionally 
that  l^ia  family  should  ever  reign  over 
Israel,  David's  llne\  .la  perpetuated 
through  the  British  Royal  Family,  he 
waa  the  eldeat  son  of  Queen  Victoria'a 
flrstborn.  Daivid's  heir'  was  to  rule 
Israel.  Israel  w««  seattered  through- 
out the  world,  hence  he  aa  the  preeent 
son  ef. David  waa  entitled  to  rule  the 
earUi,  and  was  sure  of  God's  support 
in  his  efCorte  to  obtain  what  waa  con- 
ing to  him. 

Kaiser  Overlooked  Something 
"The  Kaiser  knowa  hia  bible,  and  a 
copy  of  the  genealogical  tree  of  tha 
Britiah  Royal  Family- which  was  sent 
to  him  by  Queen  Victoria  In  ISt*  con- 
vlneed  him  of  his  right  to  rule  the 
world,  and  waa  without  doubt  one  of 
the  bases  on  which  the  famous  "Me 
und  Oott  motto  waa  teken  up,"  aald 
the  Bishop.  "One  of  tha  polnte  which 
the  Kalaer  overlooked  waa  that  at 
the  time  hia  mother  waa  borne  the 
various  Unea  of  divergence  in  the  tree 
were  not  yet  unified.  Another  was 
that  the  Prusslan-Asayrian  l>ar  ainlster 
was  a  hopeleaa  obstacle  to  hia  acceea- 
lon  to  the  poeition  of  ruler  of  the 
Israelltish  stock.  Neverthelees.  it  ia 
from  the  belief  that  he  la  the  anointed 
of  Gfid  that  he  drew  the  will  to 
pluiige  the  world  In  blood." 

Of  Aadent  lineage 

Bishop  Allen  deteiled  the  manner 
In  which  the  only  surviving  daughter 
of  King  Zedekiah  was  brought  from 
the  lUwt  of  Ireland,  aa  recounted  In 
the  aongs  of  the  Irish  people.  He 
claimed  that  the  matter  waa  so  far 
beyond  dispute  that  it  waa  accepted 
by  all  the  nation's  great  mllltery 
leaders,  many  of  the  higher  officers 
of  the  church,  and  was  widely  be- 
haved by  the  general  Brltlah  populace. 
He  ahowed  that  Queen  Victoria's  de- 
soent  from  thie  princeaa  waa  also 
aooeptad  by  all  thinkers,  there  being 
many  auch  admlaaiona  from  conti- 
nental souroee  aa  well  aa  Britiah. 

Aa  a  peroration  to  a  strong  addreae 
which  at  times  drew  much  applauae, 
Biahop, Allen  jHtd:  "There  are  only 
three  p'oeslbU  hypotheeee  as  to  this 
queetlon.  God  does  not  raisa  peoples 
for  no  purpose,  therefore  look  me  In 
the  eye  and  say.  If  we  people  of 
Britiah  stock  are  not  Israel,  who  Is? 
Or  say  to  me.  If  another  nation  Is 
Israel,  what  are  we  that  hold  all  the 
glfte  promlaed  to  that  people?  Or. 
In.  tell  me  If  we  are  not  Israel, 
and  if  no  other  nation  ia  Israel,  what 
we,  and  where  la  that  larael 
which  Ood  aald  ahould  live  forever 
and  make  the  deeerte  bloesem  aa  the 
T"

City  Grocers  Advocate  Revival 
of  Association  as  Means  of 

^Securing  Uniform  Prices — 
Problems  Confronting  Trade 
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At  a  meetinc  of  the  retail  rrocera 
of  the  city  and  district  held  on  Thurs- 
day eveninc  at  the  T.M.C.A.  It  was 
decided  that  the  moribund  Orocera' 
Aaaoclatlon  should  be  revived  as  a 
centre  of  oraanliatlon  for  the  trad^ 
and  Measrs.  J.  N.  Anderson,  W. 
Pedeni  E.  B.  Jones,  F.  1*.  Honor,  B. 
J.  Barnes.  W.  Holt,  and  J.  8.  Patch 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  make 
the  preliminary  arrangemenU  in  the 
matter. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  some 
twenty  members  of  the  trade,  and 
Chairman  J.  N.  .^nderson  expressed 
reirret  that  after  all  the  crocers  In 
the  city  had  been  notified  of  the 
meeting  the  Isttendance  was  not  lars- 
er.  However,  he  felt  that  they  were 
sufficiently  representative  to  consider 
matters  affectinc  the  trade. 

It  was  aareed  by  all  the  speakers 
that  the  demands  of  the  clerks  for 
higher  pay  would  have  to  be  met.

The  fact  that  the 
clerks  have  organised  has  appsared 
unwarranted  to  some  of  us.  but  thor 
have  every  right  to  do  so,  and  we 
have  to  meet  them.  If  we  Iret  to- 
gether and  decide  what  advaooea  la 
prices  are  neoeesi^ry  I  am  sure  thai 
•5  per  cent  of  the  grocera  of  the  city 
will  be  with  us.  even- though  they  are 
not  represented  here  tonlsht."

The  Great  War  Veterans'  Associa- 
tion held  a  special  meeting  last  night 
to  consider  atatements  which  had 
been  laid  before  the  regular  meeting 
as  to  the  methods  by  which  a  naval 
rating  had  been  filled  by  political 
favor. 

Chief  Writer  Miller  sUted  that  a 
vacancy  as  assistant  paymaster  hav- 
ing occurred  in  the  naval  service,  the 
position  had  been  awarded  to  a  Mr. 
MoFarUne,  for  some  years  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  C.  P.  R..  over  the  heads 
of  two  men  already  In  the  service, 
one  of  them  a  returned'  sold  ier^  both 
of  whom  were  endorsed  for  the  posi- 
tion by  Capt.  Martin.  R.  N..  in  oom- 
munlcatlons  to   Ottawa. 

The  members  were  Informed  that 
the  appointment  was  made  on  the 
reoommendatlon  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Mcin- 
tosh, and  was  only  put  Into  effect 
after  Capt.  Martin  received  peremp- 
tory commands  from  OtUwa. 

A  committee  oomponed  of  Com- 
rades Berry,  Williamson,  Talt.  Mee 
and  Food  was  appointed  to  look  Into 
the  matter  and  report  at  the  next 
general  meeting.' which  Mr.  Mcintosh 
will  be  Invited  to  attend  and  present 
his  side  of  the  question.

Six  years  ago  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Building  a  meeting  of  a  few  gentle- 
men was  called  for  the  purpose  of 
organising  work  for  the  sailors'  cause 
in  this  city.  Prior  to  this  time  such 
action  as  was  taken  had  been  car- 
ried out  by  Mr.  Bailey,  but  the  cir- 
cumstancee  under  which  he  labored 
were  trying  and  discouraging  and  on 
his  death  it  appeared  that  nothing 
further  would  be  done.  However,  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  meeting  resulted  in  work 
being  taken  in  hand  and  put  on  a 
proper  basis.  Incorporated  under 
the    "Benevoleht   Societies  Act." 

There  are  now  two  homes  or  In- 
stitutes, the  Mother  Institute,  the 
Connaught  Seamen's  Institute  for  the 
men  of  the  Mercantile  Marine,  the 
Daughter  Institute,  the  Royal  Naval 
Institpte,  popularly  known  as  the 
"Sailors'  Club."  at  Bsquimalt.  for  the 
men  of  the  British  Navy. 

These  institutes  are  homes  In  more 
than  name,  as  is  amply  testined  by 
hundreds  of  letters  received  from  the 
boys  after  they  have  enjoyed  hospi- 
tality In  them.  Nicely  furnished, 
with  good  beds,  bathing  accommoda- 
tion, reading  and  recreation  rooms, 
and  a  matron  whose  one  care  is  that 
of  the  boys  who  visit  her,  the  sailor 
finds  every  inducement  to  make  him 
comfortable  and  to  cause  him  to  in- 
volunUrlly  remark,  "Why,  this  is  Just 
like  home." 

Those  who  are  In  good  health  can 
and  do  appreciate  the  comforts  of 
these  Institutes,  but  much  more  do 
those  who  are  sick  find  needful  rest 
and  relief  In  them.  Every  attention 
1«  HTlven  to  these  boys;  delicacies  are 
furnished  by  the  ladies'  committees, 
and  nhould  any  poor  fellow  be  in  a 
serious  way  he  is  immedUtely  trans- 
ported to  one  of  the  hospitals  for 
treatment.  Here,  too,  he  is  not  left 
uncared  for,  but  is  visited  conUnu- 
ously  by  someone  of  the  lady  visit- 
ors. Not  only  does  this  apply  to  the 
sailors  themselves,  but  in  many  in- 
stances  their  wives  have  been  looked 
after   in   times  of  sickness. 

In  the  old  dasrs,  too,  many  men 
who  had  been  paid  off  at  th^p  Port 
of  Victorl4  or  left  stranded  were 
looked  after  until  such  time  as  they 
found  a  new  boat  In  some  cases, 
too.  Inquiries  have  come  from  va- 
rious ports  of  the  world  as  to  the 
whereabouts  of  a  long-lost  brother  or 
son,  and  in  many  instances  the  books 
of  the  homes  have  given  the  desired 
information. 

The  Institutes  are  trying  In  every 
way  to  fulfil  the  duties  which  are 
expected  of  them  without  regard  to 
nationality  or  denomination.  Repre-
